Mayor Leonard Davis and members of the 
Granite City council officially received Thursday 
night what was unquestionably the most important 
set of documents ever turned over to a mayor or 
aldermen in this city's 65-year history. 

These were the comprehensive sewage and 
drainage reports compiled by Sheppard, Morgan 
Sc Schweiab, together with their conclusions and 
recommendationsr The voluminous study, com¬ 
plete with detailed engineering notes, maps - and 
other data, not only charts the course which Gran¬ 
ite City must pursue if it is to serve the present, 
as well as the future, population, but it also pro¬ 
vides the city with its first — and only — record 
of existing sewers. The report is so detailed that 
even the location and physical condition of man¬ 
holes are noted. 

Requiring a year to complete, the study was 
rreade possible by a $ 1 20.000 federal grant obtain¬ 
ed for the city by the 25-man Citizens Sewer and 
Drainage Committee, appointed by the mayor in 
January 1959. An engineer for the Illinois Sanitary 
Department commented Thursday night: "In this 
report, you have something many, many cities 
would give their eye teeth for.' 

While the first big hurdle is cleared, an even 
bigger job lies ahead — that of translating the re¬ 
port into actual construction by arranging for the 
$13 to $14 million in financing lhat will be re¬ 
quired. The citizens' committee, headed by G. W. 
Hoelscher. already has begun work on this com-

I Rapidly nearing a third of the population of 

I the St. Louis region, the Illinois Metropolitan Area 
is often taken for granted, with St. Louis and St.

The Granite City school district spends far 
more tax money than any other governing body in 
the Quad-Cities. Because of the financial effect of 
contract changes, it was wise to adhere to a two- 
year teachers pact that was agreeable to both 
parties a year ago.

Because the live virus vaccine will not be 
available this year, Illinois residents are beirvg 
urged lo obtain the protection of the Salk polio 
vaccine. Dr. L. L. Fatheree. state public health di¬ 
rector, says there are still enough people not im¬ 
munized or not completely immunized lo permit 
severe polio epidemics in 1961. 

Disease preventives are only as effective in 
safeguarding individuals and communities as their 
acceptance by the public. Llntil new methods be¬ 
come generally available, the vaccine that is rec¬ 
ommended should be utilized lo the fullest.

I Fewer Students Choosing To 
Become Doctors, Clergymen 

The shortage of students entering newspaper 
work has been discussed here in the past. Now it 
appears lhat overemphasis on other fields also is 
causing shortages in two of the oldest of profes¬ 
sions—medicine and the clergy. 

The medical field, still one of the most lucra¬ 
tive of all. cites a "dwindling number and lower 
quality of 'studenls" applying.

A few 
years ago. a majority of the applicants had A or 
high B averages as undergraduates: today, a sixth 
have A or C averages and all the remainder have B 
averages.

Catholic and Jewish leaders all 
report decreasing success in attracting youths to 
religious vocations in sufficient numbers. Hardest 
hit are Protestant denominations, which saw a 5'e 
drop in seminary enrollment in the last year.
